ciate all the peoples of our own h em is­ 
phere." adding that “ we wish not only 
for the I ’nited States, but for them 
the

freedom 
of independent 
growth of action ” 
T he 
president 
was 
received 
with 
en th u siastic applause as he entered 
the banquet hall and during his ad­ 
dress. 
T he hall was decorated wtih 
Am erican Hags and tilled even to the 
galleries with D emocrats happy o \e r 
their victory ,of Tuesday in New York 
W hen the president arose to speaV 
every one jumped up and applauded 
until he was forced to signal for quiet 


Refers to European War. 


“ Within a year," said the president. 
“w e have w itnessed what w e did no* 
think posible, a great European con­ 
flict involving many of the greatest 
nations of the world. 
T he influences 
of the grea t war are everyw here in 
the air. 
All Europe is in battle. 
“ Force everyw here speaks out with 
a loud and im perious voice in a titan 
ic struggle of governm ent and from 
one end of our own dear country to 
the other men are asking one another 
what our own force is. how far we 
are prepared 
to maintain ourselves 
against any interference with our na 
tional action or developm ent.” 
T he president called on 
"men of 
nil shades of political opinion." to ral­ 
ly to the support of the program

said it represents “the best 
prefer 
sional and expert opinion of the conn 
try" and gave warning that “if men 
differ with me in this vital m atter I 
shall ask them to m ake it clear how 
far and In what way they are inter

There is no need for the country to 
feel panic stricken, the president de­ 
clared, because it stands on friendly 
relations with the world 


Courage to Defend Rights. 


He spoke of the United States as a 
nation too big and 
generous to be 
exacting, but yet “courageous enough 
to defend its rights and the liberties 
of its people wherever assailed or In­ 
volved." 
Outlining the defense program the 
president said it includes an increase
